T is quite a common thing for

Of this fact 
we may take a lesson 
from Nature, the bright- 
est flower of whatsoever 
color being beautified by 
its accompanying green 
leaf. 

Two shades of the 
same color can be used 
instead of a strong con- 
trast if preferred. The 
woodwork of the room 
will look all the better for 
being painted a deeper 
shade to the walls.
